Angeles county arrived here teday;

“IT have not declared my candidacy.” 
After,a pause, he added, ‘“‘the newspa- 
pers have declared me such, and are at- 
tacking me. When I declare myself, 
they will find I am not to be driven.” 
and there was a cold, hard look in the 
colonel’s eyes that vouched for his as- 
sertion. 

‘Do you consider Mr. Bulla to be a 
friend?’ was asked. 

“Yes,” Col. Burns answered. 
Bulla and myself are friends. 
gentleman.” 

“Do you think that he would be 
friendly to you as a ‘candidate for 
United States Senator?” inet 

“Well,” he said, a little more rapidly, 
“he is a candidate. You can’t expect 
him to cast his votes anywhere until 
he withdraws. If I am a candidate, 1 
won't go anywhere—except to Wash- 
ington,” and again he looked as if he 
might mean it. “I am considering,” he 
concluded, ‘‘what to do, but if I should 
decide to announce my candidacy, I will 
not give it to The Times, Call or 
Chronicle.” 

After a few words of general conver- 
sation the interview closed, and this 
is probably the first authentic state- 
ment about his candidacy yet printed 
in Col. Burns’s own language. His 
strength is put, by one who has seen 
the list, to number 29 votes. Included 
in it are Senator C. M. Simpson of 
Pasadena and Assemblyman oO. H. 
Huber of Azusa. One thing is sure, Mr. 
Bulla will have some insight into push 
politics as they are pushed in San 
Francisco before he gets through with 
his. ‘‘fight.”’ 

John D. Spreckels’s chief adviser, 
Sam Leake, ‘is going to Sacramento 
Sunday. The fight between Spreckels 
and the allied opposition will be as 
much as able Samuel can handle, and 
he will find, like others, that this is 
the bitterest political campaign made 
in this State in years. It is predicted 
that Spreckels’s interests in the State 
will suffer from adverse legislation in 
every possible direction, if Dan Burns's 
sack can help things along and Gov.- 
elect Gage continues complaisant. 

Already the disclosure, with the ex- 
posure of ballot-machine frauds, that 
monev was used last session, as was as- 
serted.-in connection with bills in which:

ARRIVING AT SACRAMENTO. 


Legislators and Piace-seckers—The 
Assembly’s Make-up. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 30.—lcgislaiors 
and the usual crowd of place-seekers 
that acompany them are arriving on 
every incoming train. AH are seeking 
the hotel lobbies, eagerly inquiring the 
latest developments in the fight for 

United States Senator, | 
Representatives from Sout) ,of Te- 
hachepi who are here (hs 
southern delegation is practically 
pledged to vote for a southern man, 
Grant and Bulla being the favorites. 
They reason that as the North is ap- 
parently hopelessly divided, a Jong 
struggle is likely to result which may 
end in the election of a southerner. 
The Assembly will have 59 Republican 
members, 18 Democrats, 2 Populists and 
1 Independent. The Senate will be 
composed of 26 Republicans and 14 
Democrats. On joint ballot the Repub- 
licans will have 85 votes, seventeen of 
them representing the counties south 
of Tehachepi. It will thus be seen that 
the northern Republicans have 68 votes, 
seven more than enough to elect. 
' None of the candidates for United 
States Senator are at the capital as yet, 
with the exception of Senator Bulla, 
whose duties on the Code Commission 
require his presence here. It is ex- 
pected that the several candidates will 
arrive tonight and tomorrow morning. 
Gov.-elect Gage has been here for sev- 


eral days preparing his inaugural ad- 
dress. 


NOT MUCH STIR YET. 


Legislators and Candidates are not 
Sunning Themselves, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 30.—There was 
net much of a stir in legislative circles 
today, and but few legislators and 
candidates for positions have yet be- 
fun to sun themselves in the bright 
pilacesiaround the corners and corridors. 
There was some preliminary whisper- 
ing and-scheming, but few could’ be 
found who would commit themselves 

on important issues. 

There will be no great number of leg- 
istators here before Saturday night, 
and as yet but few strangers are seen. 

It understvuod that there will be 
no delay in organizing the Legislature, 
and that on Monday there would bea 
thorough organization, so that the’bal- 
loting for a United States Senator can 
commence on the second Tuesday fol- 
lowing the day of the organization. 
Then the Governor's message is in or- 
der. 

Both legislativé halls are in readi- 
ness except that there will be an ab- 
sence of the usual printed matter in 
the way of official reports, ete., that 
has heretofore been on the desks of 
members at the opening of the session. 
This lack of printing ig.,going to be very 
embarrassing and wiif probably delay 
the work of the Legislature for severa! 
days. The difficulties it will cause have 
been scarcely realized as yet.

Jury Find Mrs, Cordelia 
Botkin Guilty. 


Penalty for Her Crime Fixed at 
Life Imprisonment. 


Verdict a Surprise to Those Who 
Followed the Trial. 


Murderese of Mre. John P. Dunning 
Learned Her Fate Composedly, 
bat Collapsed Later—Acquittal 
Had Been Expected. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 30.—Rather 
to the general surprise of those who 
have followed the Botkin trial and to 
the entire dismay of the defendant and 
her attorneys, Mrs. Cordelia Botkin 
was tonight found guilty of murder 
in the first degree for causing the death 
of Mrs. John P. Dunning by sending 
a box of poisoned candy to her tem- 
porary home in Dover, Del. Th* con- 
demned murderess will be spared an 
ignominious death on the gallows, how- 
ever, the jury that found her guilty im- 
posing also the penaity of life impris- 
onment. 

The verdict was unexpecied. An ac- 
quittal was confidently awaited by the 
defense, while ,rosecution feared 
a disagreement. had been in 
circulation te the effect that several of 
the jurors atrongiy favored the de- 
fense,. and that their opinions were 
teo firmly grounded to be capable of 
change. Although the jury was enly 
out four hours, more than one of which 
was devoted te dinner, it is currently 
reported tonight that the verdict was 
the result of a compromise. The «ex of 
the prisoner made such a conclusion 
satisfactory to the jurors. 

‘Considering the unexpectedness of 
the verdict, Mrs. Botkin kept herself 
}well-in hand when her fate was an- 
nounced. Not until the furymen and 
sf the epectators hac left oe 
courtroom did she give evidences of 
collapse. Then she sank back, half 
fainting, but speedily revived when 
given’a glass of water. 

The jury retired at 5:15 p.m., but 
secon after were taken out to dinner in 
charge of a deputy from the Sheriff's 
office. During the meal hour, no refer- 
ence was made to the case by any of 
the men in whose hands lay the fate 
of Mrs. Botkin. On returning to the 
juryroom the evidence was carefully 
reviewed and a prolonged discussion 
followed. It is not known how many 
ballots were taken before a final agree- 
ment was reached, but there = are 
rumors that at first the opinions of the 
twelve jurymen were not in accord 
and that before unanimity was arrived 
at, a compromise was effected. 

At juat about word was 


jury was prepared to make a report. 
Court was immediately convened and 
at 9:15 o’clock, just four hours after 
the case had been placed in its hands, 
the jury stated, through the foremen, 
that an agreement had heen reached, 
the verdiet being that Mrs. Botkin, 
accused of killing Mrs. John P. Dun- 
ning by means of poisoned candy sent 
through the mails, was guilty of mur- 
der in the first decree.” Jn accordance 
with the laws of California, which em- 
power the jury to decide hetween hang- 
ing and imprisonment in such cases, 
the nenalty was fixed at imprisonment 
for life. 

While at no time during the trial 
had Perkin -xpresecd hereel? 


anticipating such a verdict, she 
ceived it with remarkable calmness, 


exhibiting no trace of emotion, though 
she sat close to her sister, Mrs. Rob- 
eris. and ssesned to look to her for 
sympathy. 

After the jury had been polled in the 
usual manner, Judge Cook announced 
that sentence would be pronounced on 
Saturday, January 7. He then re- 
manded the prisoner to the custody of 
the Sheriff, to be imprisoned in the 
branch County Jail until called to re- 
ceive final judgment, when she will be 
transferred to the State penitentiary. 

The courtroom was cieared when just 
after Mrs. Botkin had announced to 
the Deputy Sherhiff, in a clear voice, 
that she was ready to go with him to 
prison, occurred the only sensational 
incident of the evening. The con- 
demned woman was about to rise when 
her highly-strung nerves seemed to 
relax. and euddenly she fell back into 
the arms of Mrs. Roberts. It was 
thougent she had fainted, but in a 
moment a giass of water revived her 
and she resumed her usual appearance. 
though the intense nervous strain was 
still apparent in the twitching of her 
muscles. and the quick movement of 
her hands as her fingers drummed 
on the table. In a few minutes she 
apparently shook off all signs of ex- 
citement. and quietly accompanied the 
Deputy Sheriff from the courtroom. 

Late in the afternoon Dist.-Atty. 
Hosmer completed his argument in the 
case, and Judge Carroll Cook read his 
charge to the jury, after which it re- 
tired for deliberation. The argument 
for the prosecution closed with Dist.- 
Atty. Hosmer on the stand. Mr. Hos- 
mer'’s method of summing up the case 
for the prosecution was in great vari- 
ance with the threatening and cajul- 
ing efforts of Attorneys Knight and 
McGowan for the defense. Mr. Hos- 
mer was cool and collected throughout. 
He modulated his voice to a nicety and 
seldom spoke passionately. The curious 
crowd that gathered in the courtroom 
expecting to hear Mrs. Botkin griddled 
were in a measure satisfied, but it was 
Mrs. Botkin’s attorneys and their meth- 
ods in the conduct of the case that Mr. 
Hosmer made the principal point of his 
attack. 

Mr. Hosmer commenced his argument 
with the incidents attending the arrival 
of the package of candy at the Dover, 
Del., postoffice. He condemned the de- 
fense for insinuating that the pack- 
age might have been placed in the 
mail bag by any. one connected with 
the postoffice. He accused the attor- 
neys of going behind the facts. He 
traced the package to the Pennington 
home and its delivery to unspecting 
Mrs. Dunning, and the passing of the 
bonbons to the gathered guests, their 
sickness and the death of Mrs. Dun- 
ning and her sister. Mr. Hosmer deftly 
pictured the grief of the parents and 
friends of the Pennington and Dwnning 
families and concluded with a scathing 
attack upon the poisoner. 

He took up the analysis of the candy 
by Chemist Wolf of Dover and Prof 
Price of this city. He ridiculed the de- 
fense for its contentions that members 
{ the plice department or even the 

chemisis themselves might have in- 
ort ‘he potson to make out a case. 
womted out that a chemist would 
“naweé- found lump arsenic, and that 
Prof. Price had discovered the presence 
of powdered arsenic. The defense, in 
argument, asserted that only lump ar- 
senic had been found. 

Mr. Hosmer addressed the jury on 
the rights of witnesses. He contended 
that all witnesses were entitled to re- 
spect and credit until disproved, and 
none of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion. he asserted, had been proved un- 
truthful. The attorneys for the de- 
fense attacked all the witnesses for the 
prosecution, and introduced matters 
entirely irrelevant to the case in an 
attempt to besmirch and to belittle 
the'r test':nony.

He says the United States 
gFovernment never can build the canal 
anyway, and most especially cannot 
build because of the expense of the 
Eyre-Cragin concession, which goes 
into effect next October. 

Grace declared that the men who are 
interested with him in the new canal 
company are leading financial men of 
the United States, and that the cape 
ital required for constructing the canal 
under the concession held by this com- 
pany has been subscribed four times 
over, and more subscriptions could be 
had. To these statements Mr. Craig 
replied that when Congress authorizes 
the construction of the canal by the 
fsovernment, public opinion. would rise 
up and swees Mr. Grace and his con-~ 
cession into oblivion, and the governe 
ment will go on with the work.

NOT REPORTED. 


Fears That Massacres May Occur in 
the Imterior of Some of the 
Distant Islands, 


CUBANS YIELD WITH GRACE. 


EVACUATION CEREMONIES WILL BP 
WITHOUT DEMONSTRATION. 


Patriotic Committce Decided That 
the Wishes of the American Gov- 
ernment Must Be Respected. 
Situation Generally. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] | 

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Washington cor- 
respondent says a long message in 
cipher came to the War Department 
from Maj.-Gen. Otis, at Manila, today, 
and haste was: made in translatiag it 
on account of the belief of military 
officials that it contained an account of 
the situation at Iloilo. The dispatch 
showed, however, that Gen. Otis had 
not heard from Iloilo since Gen. Miller’s 
expedition left Manila to occupy the 
town, which had been evacuated by 
the Spanish garrison and possession 
assumed by Aguinaldo’s followers. 
The Sun reporter was told by high 
Officials that the dispatch was impor- 
tant, but as it was made up princi- 
-pally of expressions of opinions of Gen. 

Otis on the situation, it could not be 
anade public. Otis went into detail 
concerning many things in the Vhilip- 
pines, reviewing the situation with par- 
ticular reference to the attitude of 
Aguinaldo. No additional instructions 
have been sent to Otis concerning the 
occupation of Iloilo by the Filipinos, 
and no action in that connection will be 
taken until Otis reports the result of 
Gen. Miller’s arrival there. It is ex- 
pected that news from Iliolo will be 
received tomorrow. 

Gen. Miller’s expedition left Manila 
on December 26, and there has been 
ample time for it to reach Iloilo and 
one of the vessels that carried the 
troops to return to Manila. In his dis- 
patch Otis says there was no danger 
of trouble in Manila, but he was ap- 
prehensive in regard to the situation 
at Tloilo and points in the interior of 
Luzon and other islands which had 
been evacuated by the Spanish. 

He said he was afraid massacres 
might occur at some of these interior 
points before the United States troops 
arrived to take possession, and showed 
that he feared the insurgent forces at 
these places might resist the attempts 
of the American detachments to occupy 
them. 

In a dispatch received from Otis on 
Wednesday he told of the evacuation 
by the Spanish garrison of all the posts 
in the southern part of the islands, and 
their concentration at the capital of the 
Island of Mindanao. No United States 
troops have been sent to any place out- 

,side of Manila, except Iloilo, and the 
“present force under Gen. Otis will prob- 
ably be kept intact at Manila while 
Agutinaldo continues his stybborn atti- 
tdue. 


CUBAN LABORERS STRIKE. 


They are Learning American Ways 
Ra pidly—Road-building. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Dec. 24.— 

[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.] The boon of employment at 
fair wages is, seemingly, not appreci- 
ated by Cuban laborers. A few days 
ago the dock laborers struck for a raise 
of 55. cents a day. They were getting 
$1.25 a day, which is 25 cents more than 
they were getting under the Spaniards, 
Now they refuse to go to work under 
$1.80. Gen. Wood told the ringleaders 
that if they did not instantly go to work 
he would import all the negro laborers 
from Jamaica that were required for 
government purposes. As a result sev- 
era] returned to work and enough were 
‘obtained to unload the Port Victor. 
_ Twenty miles have so far been com- 
pleted of the road between Santiago 
and Holguin, a distance of 130 miles. 
This road, when finished, will be of 
great value to the military department 
‘of the province, as well as of inesti- 
mable value to the country districts. 

During the Spanish régime there had 
only been the semblance of a 
road, nothing in fact but a mountain 
trail. In many places it was impossible 
for men and horses to pass through. A 
large body of troops can be massed at 
any point in about one-tenth the time 
it would formerly have occupied. 


YIELDED GRACEFULLY. 


Leading Cubans See the Point in 
Gen. Brooke’s Wishes. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.] 

HAVANA, Dec. 30.—[By West Indian 
Cable.]’ The Cuban Patriotic Commit- 
tee, consisting of 150 leading Cubans, 
lawyers, doctors and business men, at 
a meeting which lasted until 4 o’clock 
this morning, decided to yield without 
reservation to the wishes of Gen. 
Brooke and Gen. Ludlow in the matter 
of preparing the six days’ celebration, 
and has approved a manifesto to the 
Cuban population of Havana, on the 
lines of Gen. Ludlow’s reply on the sub- 
ject of proposed celebrations, quoting 
some portions of it and paraphrasing 
others. 

The Cuban citizens in Havana and 
the Cuban soldiers outside the city are 
intensely excited, but the Patriotic 
Committee and the military chiefs of 
the Cubans think they can repress the 
feeling and prevent violent incidents. 

The following is the text of Gen. 
Ludlow’s reply to the Cuban deputation 
which visited him tceday and presented 
him with a written programme of the 
six days’ festivities: 

*‘Messrs. Mora, Nunez and others rep- 
resenting the Patriotic Committee of 
Havana—Gentlemen: I have given care- 
ful consideration to the matter of the 
proposed celebration of Cuban citizens 
of Havana next week, on the exchange 
of national flags that will take place on 
January 1, as I promised you. TIT have 
taken occasion also to ascertain the 
view of Maj.-Gen. Brooke, commanding 
the division of Cuba, upon the subject. 
I regret to inform you trat a celebra- 
tion of this character must at this time 
be deemed inexpedient, and cannot for 
the present be authorized for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

“First—Havana has for a long time 
' guffered from strife and contention, and 
it is the supreme duty of all at this 
critical period to suppress disorder and 
preserve public peace. All other con- 
siderations, for the moment, should 
give way to this. 

“Second—At the present time, the 
only effective means of maintaining or- 
der is the presence of United States 
troops in the city, since the local police 
in several districts have disappeared 
with the departure of the Spanish sol- 
diers. 

“Third—It is in the interest, both of 


citizens generally and particularly of 
ithe more distinctively Cuban cilizens 
themselves, that, the occasion be one of 
peace and order and of quiet rejoicing, 
only and that every one should be con- 
trolled by a patrictic desire to do what 
is best for the city. . 
“Fourth—The American authorities 
Sympathize fully with the Cuban feel- 
ing of rejoicing, and at a proper time 
hereafter, when affairs are in a more 
settled condition, they will be glad to 
further and participate in the plans of

time for 

This morning the city and the suburbs 
of Havana are absolutely quiet, ard 
last, night there was not one instance 
of disorder. The United States patrols 
and officers were keenly on the alert, 
penetrating into every corner of the 
town. 

Sefior Frederico Mora said to the cor- 
gem of the Associated Press to- 

y: 

“We are sorry we eannot execute our 
programme, but we agree with Gen. 
Ludlow’s desire. He will have difficulty 
in keeping the low people down and re- 
straining the young people in the army. 
But we are sure no acts of dis- 
turbance will oecur. Nothing will be 
done in combination against the Ameri- 
can wishes. Now is Cuba’s opportunity. 


| If we go wrong now, we shall never at- 


tain independence, never reach national 
life, and the Aemricans would never 
leave Cuba.” 


EVACUATION 


CEREMONIES. 


Gen. Brooke to Assume Command of 
Havaun Monday at Sharp Noon. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, Dee. 80.—A dispatch 
to the World from Havana says the 
details of the evacuation ceremonies 
on Sunday next have been comoleted. 
At 11 a.m., the American commis- 
Sioners, Gens. Wade, Clous and But- 
ler, with their staffs, will leave the 
Trocha Hotel at Vedado for the palace, 
on horseback and in full uniform,’ but 
without a cavalry escort. They will 
arrive at the reception-rooms of the 
palace at 11:45 o’clock, where they 
will meet Gens. Brooke, Lee and Lud- 

low and their staffs. 

Capt.-Gen. Castellanos, Admiral 
Monterola and the Spanish evacuation 
commissioners and their. staff will 
stand in the throneroom, the throne 
having been removed. Castellanos will, 
in a few words, at noon sharp, turn 
over the command to Gen. Brooke. 
There will then be a short reception to 
the outgoing and incoming generals, 
and immediately afterward Castellanos 
will start for Cavalleria wharf, es- 
corted’ by Gen. Clous. 

After Castellanos’s departure, all 
Americans are expected to pay their 
respects to Gen. Brooke. The generalg 
will then go to the Hotel Ingleterra. 
One division of Lee’s Seventh Corps 
will, in the mean time, be massed at 
the lea end of the Prado, and these 
troops, 8000 strong, under Gen. Keifer, 
will march in review. 

Three flags will offctally be raised— 
at the palace, at Moro and at Cabanas 


—by Lieuts. Lee and Wade and Maj. 


Butler, all sons of generals. The sa- 
luting will be with the bronze guns of 


Cabanag, made in 1740. American ar-} 


tillerymen will first salute the falling 
Spanish flag. and then Spanish artil- 
lerymen will use tre same guns to 
salute the American flag. 

Promptly at noon, United States reg- 
ulars will patrol the entire city. 

“DELICATE” SITUATION. 
fA. EARLY MORNING RNETORT.} 

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says the 
situation there is not critical, but it 
is delicate. The Cuban leaders are 
hoping the Washington authorities will 
permit a parade of their forces on 
Monday, which would not complicate 
the transfer of Spanish sovereignty on 
Sunday, and would not commit ‘the 
United States to-an official recognition 
of the insurgent army. Neither Gen. 
Brooke nor Gen. Ludlow has been 
willing to take the responsibility. The 
insurgent commanders promise to take 
full responsibility for repressing dis- 
order and maintaining discipline. If 
the request of Gomez is not permitted, 
the Cuban committees say the pro- 
posed celebrations will be abandoned, 
and that both the American and Cuban 
flags, which have been flying from the 
houses of Cubans, will be taken down 
and no demonstration be held. They 
declare that, while the people will be 
intensely disappointed, no trouble will 
occur. Their ability to keep this 
promise has not yet been shown. 

The force of 200 insurgents doing 
police duty at Vedado and under Col. 
Hernandez: hes heen withdrawn, be- 
cause the United States military au- 
thorities could not recognize them cx- 
cept as individuals. A misunderstand- 
ing between Gen. Lee and Gen. Lué4- 
low, regarding American troops, made 
the entrance of the insurgents to do 
police duty necessary. 


CUBANS SULKING. 
TA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Dee. 30.—A special to 
the Herald from Havana says on 
Wednesday 200 insurgent cavalrymen 
withdrew from the city in a sulk be- 
cause the Americans refused to recog- 
nize them except as individuals. Civil 
Governor de Castro advised Gen. Lud- 
low to avail himself of the services of 
cavalry under Col. Hernandez. These 
men entered as dragoons and hoisted 
Cuban flags, doing police duty west of 
Calianao street. The Americans re- 
fused to permit them to act as an or- 
ganized body, and after doing duty one 
night they lowered their flag and re- 
turned to Menocal’s camp at Marianao. 

It is known that Gomez feels, that 
he is not treated properly. Some time 
ago he sent a personal representative 
to confer with the American Evacua~ 
tion Commission.

He concluded his letter 
with the remark that he had full confi- 
dence in the good will and fairness of 
the Americans as 2 people, but believed 
the politicians were attempting to find 
an excuse to compel the nation to 
break its most sacred promises. 

The Americans are divided in senti- 
ment. many fhelievirge a great mistake 
has been made in not. giving the Cu- 
bans an opportunity to celebrate the 
event which thev have fought so many 
years to bring abovt. Gen. Lee was in 
favor of granting permission for the in- 
surgents to parede, and recognizing 
Gomez as the head of the Cuban army: 
Since Gen. Brooke gave his decision, 
Lee has, of course, refused to express 
himeelf,

EXPRESS DELIVERY CLERK TeOK

Part of the Mystery of the San An.

His 
discovery removes all suspicion of foul 
play and proves conclusively that Bee- 
ler left the city with the money. De- 
velopments today also show that, while 
the Seuthern Pacific package secured 
contained $50,000, Beeler had other 
packages containing minor sums, none 
of which were delivered. 

The affidavit lodged by the Wells- 
Fargo people charges the embezzle- 
ment of $50,000. It-is current that he 
also had with him additional moneys 
aggregating $10,600,

drawn by the large reward of $5006 of- 
fered. Beeler is known to be well ac- 
quainted with every foot of the border 
country, and that he is making for 
Mexico seems to be the general belief. 
Every precaution has béen taken to 
prevent his crossing over.

Willard was heavily armed, 
and, when Miller and Fulton were out 
of: Sight, fired at Sheriff Williams, the 
ball entering his back and coming out 
at the side.

Willard then turned his rifle on 
Lamers, shoothing him in the stomach. 
Lamers, though nearly dead, grappled 
with Willard and was struggling with 
him when Fulton and Miller came 
from the house.

A WOMAN'S REVENGE 


SENSATIONAL TRAGEDY EN- 
ACTED IN THE CITY HALL. 


--- 


Chief Deputy City Engineer King 
Shot by a Woman Whom He 


Had Scorned. 


PERHAPS FATALLY WOUNDED. 


CHANCES FOR HIS RECOVERY ARE 
-EXCEEDINGLY DESPERATE. 


Theresa Kerr, the Would-be Mur- 
' deress, Says She Only Wanted to 
Kill Herself—She Could not 
Bear Neglect. 


A few minutes before 7 o’clock last 
evening George B. King, chief deputy 
City Engineer, was shot and perhaps 
mortally wounded, by Miss Theresa 
Kerr, his cast-off mistress. 

The tragedy took place on the first 
landing of the City Hall stairway. 
Very few people were within hearing of 
the report of. the pistol, Dut the news 
spread rapidly, and caused considerable 
excitement, for King was eminent in 
his profession and one of the most pop- 
ular young men in the city. 

The story is the old one of woman 
scorned. With the exception of a few 
persons, no one knew that trouble 
threatened the young man, but he had 
been warned. He treated the matter 
lightly, however, and walked unsus- 
pectingly into the arms of death. 

The woman was watching for hen 
about the City Hall the greater 


part of the afternoon, but it 
was not until nearly 7 o’clock 
that she caught sight of him. 


He had just left the City Engineer's 
office and started to descend the stair- 
way when he met her on the landing 
at the head of the first flight of stairs. 
She had been waiting for him'there, and 
as he approached her, she shot him in 
the abdomen, with a 32-caliber ham 

merless Smith & Wesson revo?ver, the 
bullet entering about two and one-half 
inches below the navel and passing 
through his intestines. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

What converastion, if any, passed be- 
tween them before the shooting took 
place, is not known, as there were no 
eye-witnesses of the tragedy. 

‘William Wells, a young colored man 
employed as a watchman by the Los 
Angeles. Railway Company and eom- 
missioned as a special policeman, tad 
passed up the stairs but a moment be- 
fore. He noticed a young woman on 
the landing, leaning against a post as 
though waiting for some one. Wells 
was going to the Street Superintend- 
ent’s office, the entrance to which is 
just opposite the top of the stairway 
to the left. The City Engineer's office 
occupies: a corresponding position to 
the right of the stairs. i 
_ Officer Wells was entering the. door 
of the office of the Suaderintendent of 
Streets when he heard the report of a 
revolver. He turned and saw the young 
woman whom he _ had just passed, 
standing on the landing with her left 
arm thrown over the shoulder of a man 
who was sinking to the floor.- In her 
right hand was clasped a revolver, the 
muzzle of which was held against his 
stomach. It took Wells but a moment 
to reach her and grasp the hand in 
which she held the smoking pistol. As 
“Wells and Patrick Hickman, the col- 
ored night watchman who had also ap- 
peared on the scene, were wresting the 
weapon from her, the woman cried: 

. “Don’t take it from me till I shoot 


myself! Oh, my God, I have shot 
George! I did not want to-kill him, but 
myself!’’ 


. The frantic woman was disarmed and 
conducted to Street Superintendent 
Drain’s office, where she was detained 
while the patrol wagon was telephoned 
for, and the wounded man on the stairs 
looked after. When the wagon arrived, 
King -was' removed to the Recciving 
Hospital, and the woman: who did the 
shooting was taken in custody by Cap- 
tain of Detectives Bradish, who es- 
corted her to the Police Station. 

HIS RECOVERY DOUBTFUL. 
Police Surgeon Hagan, after a hasty 
examination, pronounced King’s con- 
dition most serious. The wounded man 
was conscious, and the calmest man 
about the Police Station, although suf- 
fering intensely from the shock. He 
asked that some of his personal friends 
and brother Elks be sent for, as well 
as relatives. Realizing that he was 
about to die, he voluntarily made an 
ante-mortem statement, which was 
taken down in shorthand by Harry 
Johnson, secretary to Chief Glass. He 
also had Johnson draw up a deed con- 


-. veying to his eldest sister, Miss Laura 


M. King, lot 3, block B, Soto tract, 
upon which is situated the family resi- 
dence, No. 412 Breed street, Boyle 
Heights. 
“At the special request of the injured 
man and his relatives, his ante-mor- 
tem statement was not given. to the 
press, and the patient’s condition was 
such that he could not and would not 
be interviewed as to the cause of the 
trouble. That, however, was learned 
authoritatively from other sources. 
At 9:30 o’clock King was removed to 
the California Hospital. where Police 
Surgeon Ralph Hagan, assisted by 
Drs. E. A. Bryant, Merritt Hitt and 
W. W. Hitchcock performed’ a most 
difficult operation—the only ome that 
gave a possibility of saving the pa- 
tient’s life. The surgeons found the 
intestines punctured in more than a 
dozen places by the pistol ball. In one 
spece of ten inches there were no less 
than eight punctures. A resection was 
made at this place, that is, the man- 
gled piece of intestine was removed, 


and the remaining ends ‘ioined by 


means of a Murphy button. Other 
holes in the bowels were patched up.

When seen last night Mrs. Straube 
said in substance: 

“When they first came here they 
seemed to be as nice a couple as I ever 
knew. She acted like a perfect lady, 
and he like a gentleman. At first he 
took his breakfasts and suppers here 
regularly, and spent his everings in 
her company. . I had every ‘reason tt 


believe that they were a married 
couple, and my suspicions were not 
aroused until November 2, when Mr. 


Boyer, of the Abstract Company, and 
anodther gentleman came here to board. 
After that Mr. Kane, as he called him- 
self, never took his meals here. He 
seemed to wish to avoid meeting other 
people, and only came to the house 
late at night, when he went directly ¢o 
hig room by the side door, and we 
never saw anything of him.

“After I returned home, I told her 
that I had seen him, and that: he said 
he did not wish to have any more te 
do with her. As soon as I told her 
this, she seemed like a different woman. 
She quit crying at once, and seemed 
to take. a new interest in life. ‘I will 
see him,’ she said, straightening her- 
self up and looking defiant. 
“Yesterday I sent my son to the City 
Hall to get the money King premised 
to pay at 12 o’clock. About 11:30 
o'clock the. woman came te me and 
said, ‘I am geing out.’ I persuaded 
her to drink a cup ef hot breth befere 
she started. She drank it scalding hot. 
That was the first nourishment she 
took in three days. She must have 
followed my boy to the City Hall, for 
he saw her there about neon. She 
was watching the Engineer's office. 

“My son was informed that the 
money would not be ready till 4 o’clock. 
About 1:30 o’clock, Mra. Kane, as we 
always called her, came home, and I 
persuaded her to drink a cup of tea. 
She would not eat anything else, and 
still seemed greatly excited, I did 
not see her any mere after she went 
to her room. I sent my boy te the City 
Hall again to get that money at 4 
o'clock. Before he returned, a man, 
who I think was one of the City En- 


gineer’s deputies, called here at 
the house and paid me $16 
en Mr. King’s accouent. There 
was only .$1 more due me, and 


he said I would get that the next day. 
He said he had seen the woman at the 
City Hall, and that he had warned 
King to keep out of her way, as he be- 
lieved she meant mischief. My son did 
not get home till quite late. He said 
he remained so long because Mrs.

'next day’s work, as has been his -cus- 
tom every evening. A little before 7 
a'clock he sterted to go home, was 
wavlaid by the woman and shot. 

One story Was current last night 
that she took the revolver out of his 
own pocket and shot him. accidentally 
whils he was struggling with her to re- 
gain the weapon, but it is gencrealiv 
believed that she went to the City Ha!) 
armed for the purpose of killing him 
and perhaps herself. 

THE WOUNDED MAN. 

Ceorge B. King is a son of Judge A. 
J. King. one of the oldest residents of 
Los Angeles, former president of the 
Council and City Justice. He was born 
in Los Angeles about thirty-five years 
aro, After graduating from an acad- 
emy here, he took a course of civi 
engineering at Lehigh University. and 
made that profession his life work. He 
steed at the very top of his profession 
in this city. being chief deputy under 
City Engineer Dockweiler, and havins 
been appointed to the same positier 
with a promised raise of salary, to go 
into effect today, by City Engineer- 
elect Olmstead. He was also tendered 
the chief deputyship in the County Sur-

DETECTIVE McCLUSKEY DISCOVERS 
WHERE IT WAS BOUGHT. 


Chain ef Evidence Traced to a For- 
' mer Member of the Athictic Clab, 
a Disrepuinhle Character—Nated 
Cornish Receanse Associated With 
‘His Expulsion. | 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 36.—There is no 
hope that borders on expectation that 
the silver-plated trinket received by 
Harry Cornish through the mails may 
prove a conclusive clue to the person 
responsible for the death ef Mrs. Kate 
I. Adams, and t e poisoning of Corn- 
ish. It was not a bottle-holder, as it 
has. been represented to be, but a 
tcothpick-holder or ash receiver. A pri- 


vate hall mark is stamped in the silver. 


of this little article. ‘It is No. 814, 
toothpick-holder or match stand.’ It 
was made in Newark, N. J., by Frank 
A. Lebkukner & Co., manufacturing 
silversmiths. 

“There are not fifty match safes of 
that design in the country,’’ Mr. Leb- 
kuckner said; ‘‘but few have been put 
forth up to the present time. Of these 
fifty the one involved went to New 
York or to our eastern agents at Hart- 
ford, Ct., and if you follow it to the 
retail store, and that store is conducted 
as it ought to be, you can find the 
name of the person who bought it. We 
have not called upon the police with 
this informatien yet,’ continued the 
manufacturer, ‘for the reason that we 
have net got the information into shape 
for them, But we are working hard 
te trace it. We are examining our 
boeks and teday we will know just the 
firm that we sent it to.”’ 

Mr. Lebkueckner said that his New 
York customers imcluded the leading 
silveremiths of the city. It was the 
prectice ef all such firms te keep 
track of their wares and ‘Ne. $14’ 
should be’ traced direct te the pur- 
chaser. | 
.“@& silver match-helder or tvothpick- 
holder euch as No. Sidis rarely, if ever, 
purchased for a woman or by one, un- 
less it is intended as a present for a 
gentleman. The little tray surrounding 
the cup shows in itself what it is to be 
used for—cigar ashes, burned matches 
or broken toothpicks. There is no size 
of bromo-seltzer bottle made that fits 
that article we made,” said Mr. Leb- 
kuckner; “I tried it myself today. All 
are either too large or too small. A bot- 
tle in a bottle-holder fits perfectly. The 
bromo-seltzer bottle must have rat- 
tled around in No. 814 and showed 
plainly that it did not belong there.” - 

Capt. McCluskey of the Detective 
Bureau said today that he had ascer- 
tained the store at which the tooth- 
pick-holder was bought, but he refused 


to say what establishment it is, fur- 


ther than that it is in New York. 
Capt. McCluskey regards the clue -as 
the most important one that has been 
developed thus far. 

This afterncon Mr. Lebkuckner said 
that only fifteen of the silver match 
safes of the design sent to Cornish had 
been made by his firm. Of these one 
each had been sold in the following 
cities: Nex York, Brooklyn, Salem, 
Mass.; Newark, N. J.; Baltimore, Syra- 
cuse, San Francisce and St. Louis. ‘two 
were sold in Middletown, Ct., and five 
were dispesed of to firms in Chicago. 
The names of the firms purchasing 
them Mr. Lebkuckner withheld at the 
request of the police. 

CHAIN OF BVIDENCE. 
[ASHOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KETORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—The World 
says Capt. George McCluskey, chief 
of the detective bureau, firmly believes 
that he hes selved the mystery sur- 
rounding the attempt te kill Harry Cor- 
nish, by sending him poison through 
the mails. At $ e’cleck last night, 
Capt. McCluskey stated that he weuld 
have the culprit in custody within 
twelve heurs. The name of the sus- 
pected murderer is withheld from pub- 
lication, lest its announcement should 
defeat the ends of justice. 

The man under surveillance was for- 
merly a member of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic Club. He was at one time a 
man of high social and financial stand- 
ing in this city, but im late years, 
through evil habits and evil associa- 
tiens, his descent was rapid. From be- 
ing unpepular in the Athletic Club, he 
latterly developed inte a person with 
whom the members of the club theught 
that they could not associate. Things 
finally reached such a pass that a spe- 
cial meeting of the club was called to 
act upon his case, and he was igno- 
miniously expelled. It is well known 
that he, from the first, associated Mr. 
Cornish with the revelation of facts 
which led to this action. 

-Ali who knew the poisoner in ques- 
tion, find but one word with which to 
characterize him. He is spoken of by 
them as one of the worst type of 
‘hopeless and malicious degenerates.” 
It is said that he took the action of 
the club in expelling him, with bitter 
resentment. It is also said that he had 


concentrated this feéling upon certain. 


members of the club in particular, and 


conspicuous among them was Mr. 
Cornish. 
With these general facts to guide 


them, the police set out to find evi- 
dence that would connect this person 
with the deadly parcel which was de- 
livered to Mr. Cornish by the postman 
at the Knickerbocker Athletic Club 
on. Saturday. The. first defir'te clew 
was the trac'ng of the litt!» silver 
teothnick-holder which came ‘th the 
parcel of noison from the manufacturer 
to a retail dealer. This dealer the po- 
ice visited. and from him obtained a 
minute and deta'tled description of ihe 
man who‘purerased the silver article 
in qvestion. This description tallied 
with almost photographic exactness, 
with the appearance. clething and gen- 
eral mannerisms of the man under 
evepicion by Capt. McCluskey and his 
detectives. The chain of evidence 
row said to ke almost complete, and 
the arrest may be made at any mo- 
ment.

ROSE AND COFFEE RUN AGAINST 
A SNAG, 


Gamewell Company not the Only 
Concern in Business—Juggling 
. With Bids That Looks Very. 
Much Like a Holdsup. 


A very peculiar series of manipula- 
tions is being exposed in the matter 
of ‘tthe Gamewell company’s bids for 
fire-alarm and police signal systems. 
The bid for fire-alarm boxes first sub- 
mitted by R: A. Rose, agent of the 
Gamewell company, was $6000. That 
bid was submitted under the impres- 
sion that there would be competition. 
But there were no competitors, and 
Mr. Rose suddenly discovered that in 
making his bid he had forgotten a 
trifling item of $5000. Then he disap-. 
peared, leaving the impression that he 
had absconded with the checks depos- 
ited to guarantee his bic A. J. Coffee, 
Rose’s asosciate in San Francisco, pre- 
tended that he did not know what had 
become of Rose—a pretense since shown 
to be false—represented that Rose had 
been discharged by the company for 
making a mistake in his bid, and came 
down here to straighten matters out. 

Mr. Coffee is a very smooth article, - 
In San Francisco he had told a repor- 
ter that Rose left here to evade the im- 
portunities of Councilmen who wanted 
money for their votes. Here he denied 
the interview and explained until he 
vas black in the face, and finally he 
rsersuaded the Council committee and 
he Fire Commission that Rose l 
nade a mistake and that a new bid 
sught to be received. He was permitted’. 
putin anew bid for something over 
$11,000, using the same check that Rose 
1ad used, and upon his representation 
‘hat the Gamewell company was the 
only concern in the business and had 
an absolute monopoly, his bid was ac- 
cepted, the contract awarded and the 
city held up for $5000 on the system. 
Coffee’s assertion that he knew noth-~ 
ing of Rose’s whereabouts discred-~ 
ited by the fact that he was in com<- 
munication with Rose, Pres received 
from him. the $500 check that was, BUD= 
posed to be missing. 

Coffee and City Blectrician Francis 
were strenuous in their assértion that: 
the Gamewell company alone could fur- 
nish a police system, having bought. 
ut all competitors and secured a mo- 
opoly. That assertion is untrue, and the 

‘amewell company’s bid to furnish fifty 
oxes without telephones is of the same 
haracter as its bid on the fire boxes. 
‘he Municipal Police Signal Com- 
pany of Chicago, seeing in The Times 
‘ome mention of the city’s intention: to 
install a system, wrote to Chief Glass, 
offering to put in a system more effi- 
cient than the Gamewell, including tele- 
phones and a device for calling patrol- 
men to the boxes, for a little more 
than half the Gamewell bid for a sys- 
tem without telephones, 

Under the Gamewell bid the city 
would be obliged to furnish the tele- 
phones, after paying $9975 for the plant, 
and pay a rental of $7.50 a year for 
each instrument. For ‘half that sum 
the entire system could be supplied. 
The inference is either that the Game- 
well concern is after a big profit, or 
there is a rake-off for somebody. 

Chief Glass: has forwarded his infor- 
mation to the Council, with a request 
from the Chicago company to be al- 
lowed to bid, and consequently the 
smooth Mr. Coffee, representing the 
Rose that faded, gets ground very fine 
today.

THE MAYOR’S BUGGY STILL UNDBR

Discussion Among Officeholders as to 
the Validity of Corporation Sure- 
ties—Claim That Mrs. Snyder 
Owns Horse and Bugsy. 


The bid of the Gamewell Company for 
a police signal system which has been 
held up from -meeting to meeting by 
the City Council, is to be rejected this 
morning, and new bids will be adver- 
tised for. The matter has become 80 
complicated in the minds of the Couneil- 
men that they have decided that this 
will be the safer course, and that pos- 


‘| sibly a lower bid may be ceceived. 


There will be a strong opposition in 
the Council today to the acceptance 
of the bid for the purchase of the pro- 
posed engine-house site at the Plaza. 
It has been learned that the deeds to 
the property, which would be turned 
over to the city on payment of $16,000, 
would show that the property was sold 
for $9000. It has not been explained 
to all the Councilmen what would be 
done with the difference of $7000. 

The Council is to order the Terminal 
Railway Company to place safety gates 
at the Macy-street crossing, instead of 
electric warning bells, the crossing be- 
ing considered so dangerous that gates 
are necessary. 

City Treasurer Hartwell has filed his 
annual report with the City Clerk, 
showing the financial business of the 
city for the year ending November 80. 

The action of Mayor Phelan in refus- 
ing to accept corporation sureties at 
San Francisco. under section 66 of the 
County Government Act, and the action 
of Auditor Broderick in stating that 
such bonds would be accepted, on the 
ground that the County Government 
Act is not operative at San Francisco, 
has provoked much discussion among 
the county officials. In this county 
the County Government Act is opera- 
tive, and all the bonds save two that 
were given by the incoming officials 
were with corporation sureties. 
Whether the matter will be tested will 
probably be decided today. 

Judge Trask, the newly-appointe 
Judge of the Superior Court ip place of 
Judge Van Dyke, yesterday appeared 
in the Courthouse for the purpose of 
filing his commission. 

The claim was set up for Mayor 
Snyder yesterday that the horse and 
buggy that had been attached in the 
suit to which the Mayor has been made 
a party defendant, is all the property 
of Mrs. Snyder.

MUDDLED CONTRACT. 


POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM TO 
AGAIN BID UPON. 


Gamewell Bid ta Be Rejected To- 
day—Opposition to the Plasa En- 
gsine-heuse Site—Trensurer’s An- 
nual Repert. 


The bid ef the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Company to furnish the city 
with @ police signal system of fifty boxes 
for $9975 is not to be aecepted. At the 
adjourned session of the Council this 
morning the City Clerk will be directed 
to advertise for bids for a police signal 
system. This action was decided upon 
yesterday by the members of the City 
Council as a result of the importunities 
made to them by certain individuals, 
who assert that they will be able to 
furnish a system equally as good as 
that of the Gamewell company at,a 
price far below that asked by that 
company. The experience of the Game- 
well company in its contracts or its 
efforts to make contracts with the city 
during the past two months has been 
somewhat discouraging to that cor- 
poration. The first trouble arose over 
the bids for fire-alarm boxes, in which 
an alleged mistake involving $5009 was 
made. Thies bid was rejected and the 
matter readvertised. Then R. A. Rose, 
the company’s agent, left the city sud- 
denly for some reason that has not 
been explained, and was succeeded by 
A. J. Coffee, who submitted the bid for 
the police signal system. It had been 
expected that this matter would take 
its regular course and that the con- 
tract would be awarded. But Chief 

lass became possessed with the no- 
tion that the price was higher than the 
city should be called upon to pay and 
higher than other cities had to pay for 
almost the same kind of material. He 
asserted that San Francisco had pur- 
chased a system for much less money 
than the bid of the Gamewell company, 
but his assertion was denied by the 
Gamewell agent and by the City Elec- 
trician. The necessity for telephones 
in the police signal boxes was another 
point which caused gome trouble, for 
the Gamewell company does not fur- 
nish ‘phones. Arrangements were 
made to secure telephones from the 
local telephone company, and only last 
Thursday an offer was made the city 
by that company. Then W. F. Griggs, 
formerly in the undertaking business 
in this city, presented an offer to sell 
the city its telephones outright. Now 
comes the proposition for a Chicago 
company to bid on the system, and its 
want an opportunity to 

0 sO. 

The matter has at last become 60 
complicated that yesterday after con- 
sulting all those who were supposed 
to know anything about it, the Coun- 
cilmen decided that there would be no 
harm, and might be some good, in re- 
advertising. They will accordingly re- 
ject the Gamewell bid and submit the 
matter to another competition. 


WILL NOT ACCEPT IT. 


Councilmen Do not Like the Pliaze 
Engine-house Deal. 

The matter of the acceptance of the 

bid for the proposed engine-house site 


at the Plaza will come before the City | 


Council at the adourned session this 
morning, and it is now almost certain 
that the city will refuse to purchase 
the property and will direct a read- 
vertisement for a site in that district.

CORPORATION SURETIES. 


DOUBT EXPRESSED AS TOVALIDITY 
OF COUNTY OFFICIALS’ BONDS. 
- 

The County Government Act Pro- 
vides for Only Personal Bonds, 
but the General Law Makes Spe- 
cial Provision for Corporate 
Sponsors, 


There was an air of subdued excite- 
ment in the various county departments 
in the Courthouse yesterday. The 
validity of the bonds given by the 
incoming county officials was being dis- 
cussed, and some of the vwilicials ap- 
peared to be just a trifle uneasy. 

The cause of the ferment was the 
action taken by Mayor Phelan of San 
Francisco in determining that newly- 
elected county officials must file per- 
sonal sureties for their bonds, and 
his refusal to accept bonds having 
corporations or surety companies named 
as the sponsors. Mayor Phelan based 
his decision on section 66 of the County 
Government Act, and the Auditor an- 
nounced that inasmuch as the County 
Government Act is not operative in 
San Francisco all the bonds would be 
accepted whether they were backed by 
corporations or individuals, so long as 
the sureties are responsible. 

In this county there is no denial that 
the County Government Act is and 
has been in operation, and there was 
yesterday more eager scanning of the 
County Government Act than at any 
other time since its passage. Section 
66 of. that act, under which the claim 
yYis set up that a corporation bond is 
not valid. provides, among other things, 
ae follows: . 

. The bonds and sureties of 
such officers must, before the bonds can 
be recorded and filed, be approved by 
the judge or judges, if there be more 
than one. of the Superior Court. All 
persons offered as sureties on offic al 
bonds. may be examined on = oath 
touching their qualifications, and no 
person can be admitted as surety On 
anv such bond unless he is a resident 
and freeholder or householder within 
the State. and is worth in real or per- 
sonal property, or both, situate in this 
State. the amount of his undertaking, 
over and above all sums for which 
he is already liable, exclusive of prop- 
erty exempt from execution and forced 
sale.” 

Nothing whatever is said in the sec- 
tion about bonds being furnished by 
corporations. and speculations were in- 
dulged in as to how a county officer 
who handed over his office to a suc- 
cessor. who had qualified with a com- 
pany bond. might afterwards be af- 
fected.

Tt thus appears that a marked dis- 
tinction is made between corporation 
and individual sureties, the former 
having to make account of their capi- 
tal and assets to the insurance com- 
missioner. as specifically provided for, 
and the latter having to qualify he- 
fore one or more judges. who make 
examination touching their qualifica- 
tions. Section 66 of the County Gov- 
ernment Act, read in conjunction with 
the other sections of the code quoted, 
is held bv a number of attornevs who 
have looked hastily into the matter 
to refer whollv and solely to indi- 
vidual. or, to use the exact term, “per- 
sonal.”” sureties. Its terms are more 
specific than the clause in section 1056. 
Code of Civil Procedure, referring to 
“personal” undertakings, while the 
provision in section 1954. rerarding cor- 
poration sureties. might he regarded, 
perhans, as specific enough. and there- 
fore the general law would. suffice 
without the legislators deeming it nee- 
essary to attempt to strenethen it by 
introducing an amended provision into 
the Cecunty Government Act.

GEN. LUDLOW TO THE CUBANS.. 

The reply of Gen. Ludlow to the 
deputation of Cubans who visited 
him yesterday, and presented him 
with a written programme of che 
proposed celebration at Havana in 
commemoration of the Spanish evac- 
uation, is kindly and courteous in 
tone, but firm in its refusal to per- 
mit the proposed festivities in the 
present condition of affairs in Cuba, 
and especially at Havana. Gen. Lud- 
low gives the following reasons ior 
refusing to allow the celebration to 
proceed: 

“First—Havana has for a _ long 
time suffered from strife and conten- 
tion, and it is the supreme duty of 
all at this critical period to suppress 
disorder and preserve public peace. 
All other considerations for the mo- 
ment should give way to this. a 

“Second—At the preserg time, the 
only effective means of maintaining 
order is the presence of United States 
troops in the city, since the local po- 
lice im several districts have disap- 


peared with the departure of the Span- 
ish soldiers. 


“Third—It is in the interest, both 
of citizens generally, and particularly 
of the more distinctively Cuban citi- 
zens themselves, that the occasion be 
one of peace and order and of quiet 
rejoicing only, and that every one 
should be controlled by a patriotic de- 
sire to do what is best for the city. 

“Fourth—The American authorities 
sympathize fully with the Cuban feel- 
ing of rejoicing, and at a proper time 
hereafter, when affairs are in a more 
settled condition, they will be glad to 
further participate in plans of the 
celebration, but they are convinced 
that this is not a suitable or expedient 
time for it.” 

At first thought the prohibition af 
the celebration would seem to impose 
an unnecessary hardship upon the 
Cubans, who are naturally exultant 
and enthusiastic over their deliverance 
from the despotism of Spain. But 
it must be confessed that the reasuns 
given by Gen. Ludlow are most ex- 
cellent ones, and without doubt the 
decision arrived at is for the best. 
Gen. Ludlow and Gen. Brooke, being 
on the ground, are better qualified to 
judge as to the propriety of the celfe- 
bration than any one at a distanve 
can be. The American forces in 
Cuba are there as conservators of the 
peace, and in.the present unsettled 
state of affairs, it is needless to say, 
any influence that tends to increase 
the excitement makes their task more 
difficult. 

Gen. Ludlow intimates that 
rroper time the celebration will be 
allowed to proceed, and that the 
Americans will even join with the 
Cubans in making it a success, as 
they sympathize fully with the Cuban 
feeling of rejoicing. This assuranee 
shculd: be sufficient for the Cubans, 
although they naturally feel great dis- 
appointment because they cannot pro- 
ceed with the proposed festivities. A 
late dispatch states that the Cuban 
Patriotic Committee, consisting of 120 
leading Cubans, has decided after 
mature deliberation, to yield without 
reservation to the wishes of Gen. 
Brooke and Gen. Ludlow.

It is a notorious and a deplorable 
fact that Dan Burns, one of the-must 
nefarious and unscrupulous politicians 
that ever afflicted a political organi- 
zation, has forced his unwelcoime 
presence into the councils of the Re- 
publican party of California.

Washington, Faithfally and Ably 
Over. Twenty Years. 


AN EMINENT DIPLOMAT GONE. 


“THE FRIEND OF LINCOLN, GRANT 
AND SEWARD. 


Facts About the Usefal Life of the 
Ambassador, Whose Death Was 
Recorded Yesterday—True 
Statesman No More. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS BAY REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 36.—Sefior Den 
Matias Romero, the Mexican Ambas- 
sador to the United States, died at the 
Embassy here at 4:16 o’clock this mern- 
ing. On Wednesday last an operation 
for appendicitis was performed upon 
the Ambassador and although the oper- 
atien was entirely successful, the re- 
sulting sheck proved. greater than he 
could bear. Up te’1:30 o'clock this 
merning, however, it was thought that 
he was in a fair way to recover, but 
at that time, high fever set in and he 
sank rapidly, until his death, About 
his bedside were his sister, Mrs. Gar- 
cia, and his aunt, the secretaries and 
attaches of the embassy, his physi- 
cians and ex-Secretary and Mrs. John 
W. Foster. 

The death of Mrs. Romero, which 
occurred some months ago, was a great 
shock to the Ambassador, and, on his 
return from Mexico, whither. he had 
taken her remains for interment, his 
friends remarked that he was greatly 
broken and showed unmistakable signs 
of failing health. While in Mexico at 
that time, Mr. Romero was stricken 
with fever, and although he was soon 
able to return to the United States, 
he never fully regained his health. 

funeral will ‘take place at St. 
Matthews’ Catholic Church Sunday aft- 
ernon at 1 o’clock, when a requiem 
low mass will be celebrated.

At the Cabinet 
meeting today it was agreed that the 
President ané all the members of his 
Cabinet should attend the funeral serv- 
ices Sunday afternoon. 

The Ambassador’s nephew, José Ro- 
mere, is now on his way from Mexico, 
having been summoned when the Am- 
bassador was stricken, and although 
it is not expected that he can reach 
here in time for the funeral, he will 
probably take charge of the remains 
when taken to Mexico, some time in 
the near future. ; 

Sefior Romero probably was the best- 
known member of the diplomatic corps 
in Washington, and was for some 
time its dean. Wher Great Britain 
raised her mission to ‘an embassy, 
the added rank placed Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
at the head of the corps, though a 
junior in years. of service to Sefior 
Romere, whe was raised only recently 
from the. rank ef Minister to that .of 
Ambassedor, Mexice following the ex- 
ample of Great Britain, Italy, Ger- 
many, France and Russia, in order to 
honor the diplomat who had repre- 
sented her so ably at Washington for 
mere than twenty years, and in all 
had served her faithfully. ee 

A sketch, prepared by the Bureau of 
American Republics and published in 
its bulletin for the month ef December, 
1898, after revision by Seficor Remero 
himself, gives the subjoined biograph- 
ical review ef the dead Ambassader: 

“Sefior Remero is ene of the mest 
eminent statesmen, writers and diplo- 
mats of Mexico. He was bern in the 
City ef Oaxaca, February 14, 1887. He 
received his first educatien in his na- 
tive place, and finished it at the capi- 
tal of the republic, where he received 
his diploma as a lawyer. In 1855, he 
entered the Foreign Office, although 
ptill {pursuing his legal studies. In 
1867, when President Cemonfert made 
his coup 4’état, fercing President 
Juarez to leave the capital, Sefler Re- 
mero accompanied him te Vera Crur, 
where he continued in the service ef the 
Department of Foreign Relations. In 
December, 18658, he came te Washing- 
ton as first secretary of the legation 
and remained here in that capacity 
until August, 1868, when, in the ab- 
sence of the Minister, he became 
Charge 4d’Affaires. He returned te 
Mexico in 1863 te take part in the war 
against the French, and was appeinted 
colonel by the President. Gen. Per- 
feriro Diaz then appeinted him as 
chief of staff. Soon after that Presi- 
dent Juarez accredited him as Envoy 
Extraordinary. and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to Washington. He remained 
at this post from October, 1863, until 
January, 1868, having rendered most 
importent services to his country. 

“On his return to Mexico he was 
appointed Secretary of the Treasury, 
but was obliged, on acount of iliness, 
to give up that office in 1872. For three 
years he remained in Soconusco, devot- 
ing himself to agricultural pursuits, 
and from 1877 to 1878 was again Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. In 1880 he served 
as Postmaster-General. In March, 1882, 
he came back to Washington as Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary and has remained in that ca- 
pacity ever since, with an interruption 
of only ten months, in 1892, when, for 
the third time, he was called to serve 
as Secretary of the Treasury. As rep- 
resentative of his country in the United 
States, Sefior Romero has shown him- 
self as a most efficient and able diplo- 
mat. His efforts have’ been most suc- 
cessful in strengthening the friendly 
ties between the two nations, and with 
this object in view, he has written a 
great deal, his productions always re- 
ceiving the highest encomiums from 
the press of the United States and 
other countries. Sefior Romero was a 
member of the International American 
Conference, and in that body served 


with great distinction, having been one | 


of its two vice-presidents. 

“As representative of Mexico in the 
conference he voted for the establish- 
ment of the Bureau of American Re- 
publics, and ever since its organization 
has shown an active and zealous inter- 
est in its-progress. He was a member 
of the Executive Committee of the 
bureau when that body was first or- 
ganized and on every occasion has 
lent his valuable aid to the work of the 
International Union of American Re- 
publics.” 

This sketch necessarily fails to do 
justice to the life work in. behalf of his 
country performed by the dead man.

Every ol 
newspaper man in Washington became 
familiar with this unvarying practice 
of the late Ambassador through the re- 
celpt of clippings of alleged outrages 
and summaries of the official report 
made thereon to the Ambassador. 
Sefier Romero married a Washington 
‘woman many years ago and their home 
on I. street, eff Franklin Park, was 4 
social center and the scene each season 
of brilliant society functions. A large 
part ef residents as well as of official 
seciety always attended these affairs. 
Mme. Romero died not long ago. She 
and her husband enjoyed the friend- 
ship and confidence of the leaderg in 
national events, immediately succeed- 
ing the war. The friendship between 
Sefior Romero and Gen. Grant was eS- 
pecially close. He was also on intimate 
terms with President Lincoln and, Sec- 
retary Seward. In 1868, when he re- 
turned te Mexico, he was sent by Secre- 
tary Seward, as a mark of distinction, 
in a United States government vessel. 
The legation was, by a concurrent ar- 
rangement of the two governments 
within the last month, raised to the 
grade of an embassy, and next Tuesday 
had been fixed upon as the day when 
Sefior Romero was to present his cre- 
dentials to President McKinley as Am- 
bassador Extraordinary and Plenipee 
tentiary. Beside his diplomatic duties 
he was a frequent contributor to the 
magazine literature of this country, 
mainly confining his labors to articles 
relative to Mexico. During the last few 
months the first volume of a valuable 
work from his pen appeared, entitled 
“Mexico and the United States,” being 
a study of subjects affecting their po- 
litical, commercial and social relations.

INVESTMENTS SOUGHT. Money 
is so abundant that there is a very 
active demand for paying investments. 
The fact that savings banks have 
found it necessary to reduce their rate 
of interest has forced depositors to 
search for some other way of making 
their capital earn something. The ef- 
fect of this demand is to raise on the 
securities being so eagerly sought 
after. The money paid for these bonds 
remains in the country. It will have 
to be put to some use which will earn 
usufruct. So the process goes on tend- 
ing to raise the value of anything 
which pays a dividend. It looks like 
a bull market in stocks and bonds. 

COMMERCIAL. 

CANNED CORN. The latest reports 
from the Past are that canned corn is 
quiet at the following range of values: 
New York State standards are offered 
at 62446@65¢, and up to 0c for strictly 
fancy. Maine corn has recently been 
sold in a large way at 70c, delivered, 
to western buyers, and is generally 
held from 75@90c here, as to brand and 
quality. Buyers keep {f mind 
that in New York and Maine the pro- 
portion of fine corn to the total output 
Was much lighter than usual, and that 
there was a good deal of poor corn put 
up. In Maryland, prices range from 
524%2c for Harford standards up to &85c 
for ext?ta fancy. The total pack of the 
county was large. We hope to have 
our report issued within a fortnight— 
possibly in our next issue. 


SUGAR MARKET. The New York 
sugar market of two weeks ago as re- 
ported in Willett & Gray’s circular, 
Shows stocks in the United States and 
Cuba together of 95,947 tons, against 
96,128 tons the previous week, and 297,- 
872 tons last year—a decrease of 202,025 
tons under last vear. 

Stocks in Europe last week, 1,768,509 
tons, against 1,443,500 tons the previous 
week, and 1,786,233 tons last year.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

CANNED FOODS. The following tes- 
timony in favor of canned food, from 
these eminent, independent and widely 
separate authorites, each from obser- 
vation, very unlike the others, of 
the greatest ‘mportarce: 

“Gen. Greely, United Staces 
says: “The <anned fruits anl veze- 
tables used in ‘he Aretic. expediticn 
Were subject to extreme temperatures 
(over 60 deg. below zero,) and were 
solid for months at a time. The second 
summer they thawed; the following 
winter froze solid again. All the ar- 
ticles named. presented the same ap- 
pearance as thuogh freshly canned, 
and their flavor was as good when the 
fast can was eaten as in the first 
month. . Those most inclined t 
canned fruits and vegetables were the 
healthiest and strongest of ‘the party. 
It is my conviction that the excellent 
quality and variety of canned provi- 
sions contributed materially to the un- 
equaled health of my command dur- 
ing the two years we passed in upar- 
alieled high latitudes.” 

Gen. Wolseley, in a letter referring 
to the canned food used as army sup- 
plies in the Soudan expedition, quotes 
from a military medical officer, Sur- 
geon-Major W. Stimson Pratt, M.B., 
as follows: “Taking my experience in 
India and the late Nile expedition. in 
which the test of tinned provisions was 
exceptionally severe from continueyo 
exposure to the powerful rays of the 
sun. I have found that tinned provi- 
sions, meats and vegetables, put up 
separately or combined in the form of 
soups, are practically undamageable 
by any climatic heat, provided the ar- 
ticles preserved are of the best qual- 
ity and properly preserved in perfectly 
eound air-tight tins.” 

Brig.-Gen. J. P. Hawkins, United 
States army. late commissary-general, 
says: “There is every reason to con- 
sider canned articles as good for food 
as any food can be. No person having 
a decent knowledge of what is good 
or bad, sound or unsound. could be 
misled into eating an improper article

induced into eating a decayed potato 
or a tainted piece of butcher's meat.”

Bradstreet’s Review. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Bradstrest’s tomor- 
row will say that the holiday quiet in gen- 
eral demand, sustained activity in industr al 
lines, particularly iron and steel, except.on- 
ally large shipments of goods on orders, 1.b- 
eral cereal exports, and spociaHy heavy dea.- 
ings in speculative markets, are feature: 
calling for notable mention in the closirg 
week of. the year. Firmness in price is 
likewise an encouraging feature in mcst sta- 
ples. Wheat, though showing a reaction, 8 
bigher on the week, on large export clear- 
ances, and other cereals are in symMpatny. 
Pig-iron demand grows, and prices for this 
product and for steel rails, steel billets, 
plates and wire rods are all higher for tha 
week, while the volume of foreign demani 
for even finished metal products apparenily 
increases as the year draws to its close. 
Concisely stated, the reports’ received as to 
the year's business in all sections of th: 
country point to an unprecedented vo.ume 
of domestic and export trade, which is re- 
flected in bank clearances that break the 
high record of 1892. The general level cf 
prices of staple securities at the close of 
the year is at the highest point reached for 
five rears past. Railroad earnings exceed 
all previous years, and, finally, there was a 
small number of failures, and ‘lower liabi.- 
ities reported than in any year for at least 
five years past. ‘These general results in 
the country at large have been achieved, 
too, notwithstanding the outbreak and close 
of a foreign war, and in spite also of un- 
favorable conditions in some industrics, no:- 
ably textile manufacturing, which, com- 
bined with unfavorable weather early in the 
year, and the lowest price for cotton on re - 
ord, exercised an unfavorable influence. But 
the close of the year finds an improvement 
in these directions, and returns as to real 
trade. and particularly holiday business, are 
strikinely good in all sections. Hest reports 
as to distributive trade naturally come from 
the grain-growing sections of the country, 
which were the first to meet an improvement 
resulting from free foreign demand for ou” 
cereals, but indications are not wanting that 
this improvement is gradually pe:colat.ng 
throughout the entire business community, 
and. coupled with an unprecedented expor: 
trade in manufactured goods, and the fact 
that we are selling two dollars’ worth abroad 
for every dollars’ worth we buy, renders 
possible the gains reported in the distribu- 
tive trade over 1897, rang.ng from 10 to 40 
per cent., with likewise good exports from 
the manufacturing centers, excepting the 
textile industries already mentioned. Tne 
export trade for the country for the year, as 
above intimated, is the heaviest ever known, 
and gill probably. exceed $1,250,000,000 in 
value, thus being nearly double the imports. 
Our export trade in manufactured goods, it’ 
must be observed, is the heaviest.ever known, 
and for the first time in our country’s his- 
tory, exceeded the imports of similar goods. 
There were 11,683 failures in the Unired 
States in 1898, involving liabilities of $141,- 
127.117, a decrease from 1897 in number ‘of il.2 
_per cent.. and in liabilities of 9.5 per cent. 


Compared with 1896 and 18% the proportion ; 


of decrease shown is even larger, and as 
compared with 1896 failures were fewer by 
23 per cent., and liabilities smaller by 64 
per cent. Decreases are also shown when 
compared with 1891, a year of larg 
but of numerous and costly failuies; 
compared with 1892 there is an increas: 
shown of 13 per cent. in rfumber and 30 per 
cent. in liabilities. The tendency of failures 
towerd the normal is illustrated by the fact 
that the percentage of assets to liabilities is 
the smallest reported since 1892, and the an- 
nual death rate—that is the percentage of 
traders failing to those in business—is like- 
wise the smallest reported since the latter 
year, being only 1.6 per cent.; against 1.20 in 
1897, 1.50 in 1893, and 1 in 1892. Unsatisfac-. 
tory conditions in textile lines and some 
large failures of banks and other financ al 
concerns account for the expansion in i‘a- 
bilities shown in those sections, while a 
larger number of smal! failures in Pennsy!- 
valia and in some of the Eastern States re- 
flect poor trade early in the year, and dull- 
ness growing out of the war and bad 
weather.

direction. The London market has been more 
or less of a holiday character, but American 
stocks were strong there, and the foreign par- 
ticipation was mainly on the bull side.

INQUEST ON HORACE TOOD. 


Coroner’s Jury Finds He Was Tem- 
porarily Insane, 


An inquest was held yesterday fore- 
noon on the remains of Horace B. Todd, 
the High School student who fired a 
bullet into his brain on, Thursday at 
the family residence on Fremont street. 
No new facts were developed at the 
inquest, and the Coroner’s jury ren- 
dered a verdict of suicide while tempo- 
rarily insane. 

When young Todd sent his brother 
Paul after the doctor on Thursday he 
evidently did so for the purpose of get- 
ting rid of him. As soon as Paul dis- 
appeared Horace hurried to the office 
of W. H. Griffin, No. 136 South Broad- 
way, Mrs. Todd’s financial agent, anc 
secured from him a check for $25 o 
the Merchants’ National Bank, corne 
First and Spring streets. A few day: 
before Christmas the brothers receive: 
a letter from ttheir mother in Italy 
telling them to call on Mr. Griffin an: 
he would give them, for her, $25 eac} 
for a Christmas present. ursda, 
when Horace Todd called on Mr. Griffiz 
he showed the latter the letter, and Mr 
Griffin immediately made out a check 
for the amount. 

At that time Horace appeared to be 
nervous and excited, but Mr. Griffir 
thought nothing of it, as he had fre 
quently seen the boy in that condition 
He asked Mr. Griffin to indorse th. 
check on the back, so he would hav: 
no trouble in getting it cashed, whicl 
was done, and Horace at once pre 
sented the ‘check at the bank. It wa: 
cashed by Mr. Hood, one of the tellers 
‘at about 11:30 o’clock a.m. 

The boy must have hurried to some 
near-by pawn shop or second-han: 
store and purchased the revolver, as i 
was about 12 o’clock when he returne 
home. 

It has not yet been ascertained wher 
the boy purchased the revolver, o 
what he did with the balance of hi 
money. 

The funeral arrangements will . bs 
made after the arrival of Dr. Baxte 
Todd, the suicide’s father, from Aspen 
Colo., who is expected in Los Angele 
tomorrow noon.

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 30.—[ Regular Correéspond- 
ence:] Two more attempted burglariés yes- 
terGay stirred the police force to ereater 
activity than ever. The Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company's office was entered during the 
temporary absence of the clerks and the till 
pried open. Fortunately, no money was there, 
the cash for the sale of tickets having been 
placed in the safe. The burglar who did the 
work was expert and quick at it, for when 
the clerka returned there was no sign of any- 
body around. 

Examination showed that the instrument 
used to get the till open was a flat, wide 
jimmy, identical in size with the one used in 
getting into the Harbison Grocery Company’s 
office early yesterday morning.

A SHIPBUILDER DEAD. 


William Dinning, aged 77 years, died in 
this city Tuesday, after a long iliness. He 
was famous in Quebec as a shipbuilder in 
the ‘40s and early ‘60s, being the builder of 
the Empire line of ships that were known in 
many seas. The first ship he made, the In- 
dian Empire, made a great stir in England, 
and resulted in orders which made Dinning 
wealthy. His heaith failed in 1854, and he 
traveled to recuperate. In 1897 he came to 
San Diego to recover from a stroke of apop- 
lexy, and made this city his home. The body 
has been embaimed and will probably be re- 
turned to Illinois for burial. Mr. Dinning 
leaves dn aged widow. 

MRS. COLE'S BODY EXHUMED. 

The discovery of a lot of newly-buried 
bones near the burned barn of A. B. Cole on 
Arctic street has led to the exhumation of 
Mrs. Cole’s body, with a view to sifting the 
mystery of her death. About two weeks ago 
the Cole residence burned, and Mrs. Cole's 
body, minus the legs, was found in the ashes. 
Mr. Cole an@ his ten-year-old son said they 
were the only persons in the house, Mrs. Cole 
being absent at work. When Mrs. Cele’s 
body was found, the next morning, Cole ex- 
plained that his wife might have returned 
without his knowledge, as they did not oe- 
cupy the same apartments and had little to 
do with each other. 

A few nights later the barn on the premises 
was burned, and Cle was arrested, chgerged 
with arson in setting fire to it. It wae eus- 
pected that blood stains and other evidences

DUTIES ON IMPORTED ORE. 


Must Be Paid if Refined Metal ia not 
Daly Re-exported. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Solicitor- 
General Richards has rendered an 
Opinion in which he holds that, under 
Section 295, tariff act of July 24, i897, 
ff the refined metal set aside as the 
product of imported lead ore is not re- 
exported within six months from the 
date of the receipt of the ore, the rege- 
ular duties must be paid on the im- 
ported ore, and not upon the refined 
metal produced therefrom. In the 
course of his opinion, Mr. Richards 
says:

The 
non-bonded smelter, if it uses imported 
Ore has to pay a duty on the full 
amount of the imported ore, no allow- 
ance being made for estimated wast- 
ing in the subseqhent process of refin- 
ing. In other words, the lead pro- 
duced in a non-bonded smelter bears 
the total duty paid on the lead con- 
tents of the imported ore, as ascer- 
tained by assay on importation, with- 
out any abatement on account of loss 
incurred in the smelting. 

“On what the regular duties be paid 
except upon imported ore it alone was 
the dutiable article, the thing actually 
imported the thing on which ‘the recu- 
lar duties’ would have been paid, had 
it not gone into the smelter to be re- 
fined for export. The duties are to 
be paid, not within six months from 
the setting aside of the refined metal, 
but within six months from the receipt 
of the ore. The bonded smelter was 
created to refine ore for exporatation. 
‘Ore imported for this purpose goes into 
the smelter free of duty. It escanes 
the regular duty for a purpose and in 
the case of lead ore, this purpose must 
be carried out within six months or 
the exemption ceases, the regular 
duties must be paid and the imported 
lead ore and its refined product placed 
upon the same footing with lead ore 
imported in the ordinary way.”

Fifteenth Rirthday. 

| The fifteenth anniversary of the in- 
| stitution of Stanton Post, No. 50, 

G.A.R., was celebrated by the members 
(and their friends at Kramer's Hall on
